(g)  During  the  reporting  period  there  were  2,105  individuals  cited 
on  UD  Fora  1408  for  various  violations.  Also  4,833  Military  Police  Reports, 
DA  Fora  19-32,  were  initiated  in  the  97th  Military  Police  Battalion's  area 
of  responsibility, 

(f)  During  the  reporting  period  tho  Physical  Security  Section  conducted 
12  Physical  Security  Surveys  and  26  Physical  Security  Inspections  throughout 
Military  Region  2  (South). 

(g)  There  wore  12  recurring  programmed  convoys  in  addition  to  special 
convoys  escorted  by  military  policemen  of  tho  97th  Military  Police  Battalion 
during  the  reporting  period.

3  These  772  convoys  were  escorted  a  total  of  61,274  kilometers. 

(h)  During  the  reporting  period  the  97th  Military  Police  Battalion 
utilized  a  helicopter  to  assist  in  detecting  speeders  and  other  violators 
of  miles,  regulations  raid  ordors.  The  aircraft  flew  30  hours  and  30  min¬ 
utes,  resulting  in  34  vehicle  citations,  3  off-limits  citations,  5  convoys 
overflown  and  2  demonstrations  obsorved.  The  holicopter  was  also  utilized 
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to  spot  fallen  or  missing  road  signB,  visibility  of  lane  markings,  and 
general  condition  of  the  roads. 

(i)  During  the  reporting  period  the  97th  Military  Police  Battalion 
processed  625  Serious  Incident  Reports. 

(.]' )  On  18  June  1971,  Team  A,  2nd  Platoon,  981  st  MP  Co  'pany  (SD)  v/as 
relocated  to  Gain  Ranh  Bay  due  to  the  elimination  of  sentry  dog  posts  at 
Phan  Rang. 


(k)  On  20  June  1971,  the  218th  Military  Police  Company  placed  police 
checkpoints  into  operation  at  Khanh  Duong  and  Due  %  on  QL-21  located  be- 
t'./een  Hinh  Hoa  and  Ban  Me  Thuot,  The  two  checkpoints  are  operated  by  a 
combined  police  force  of  HP's,  QC's,  Canh  Sats  and  Korean  Military  Policemen. 

(!)  On  21  June  1971,  a  Drug  Treatment  Center  (DTC)  was  established  ..t 
the  6th  Convalescent  Center,  Cam  Ranh  Bay.  32  Military  Policemen  from  the 
93rd  Military  Police  Bc.ttalion  wore  attached  to  the  97th  Military  Police 
Battalion  to  provide  military  police  support  to  the  DTC.  On  18  August  1971 
44  additional  military  policemen  from  the  93rd  Military  Police  Battalion 
were  attached  to  the  97th  Military  Police  Battalion  to  augment  the  military 
police  force  at  tho  DTC.  On  9  October  1971,  the  127th  Military  Police  Com¬ 
pany  was  moved  from  Qui  Nhon  to  the  22nd  Replacement  Battalion,  Cam  Ranh 
Bey.  The  127th  Military  Police  Company  is  now  assigned  to  the  97th  Military 
Police  Battalion  and  is  tasked  with  providing  all  military  police  personnel 
for  security  at  the  DTC.  The  mission  of  the  militaury  police  at  tho  DTC  is: 

1  To  protect  patient  and  medical  personnel. 

£  To  prevent  the  entry  of  dangerous  drugs  and  other  contraband  items. 

2.  To  provent  the  ’unlawful  exit  of  patients  prior  to  thoir  detoxification. 

4  To  maintain  on  orderly  and  cooperative  environment  within  the  Drug 
Treatment  Center. 

Preventing  tho  entrance  of  dangerous  drugs  into  tho  DTC  and  the 
unlawful  exit  of  ptients  from  tho  DTC  is  accomplished  by  HP's  manning  a 
series  of  static  posts  which  provide  visual  observation  of  all  fence  lines. 
Entrance  end  exit  gates  aro  manned  ty  HP's  who  screen  all  personnel  entering 
and  leaving  the  DTC, 

Tho  illegal  entry  of  contraband  items  13  inhibited  by  random  searches 
of  permanent  party  personnel  onteriug  tho  compound,  searching  p^t'ents  r.nd 
their  belongings  thoroughly  while  processing  into  the  DTC,  conducting  periodic 
shakedowns  with  the  permission  of  the  installation  commander  and  performing 
spot  soarchos  in  spocific  areas  of  tho  DTC, 
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TH  protect. ion  of  patients  and  nodical  personnel  is  accomplished  by 
ut  i]  tzirtg'  ts^lXing  patrols  within  the  DTC  during  daylight  and  evening  hours. 
Between  22}0  hours  and  CcOO  hours  the  MP’s  are  assigned  directly  to  patient 
usrds.  Two  MP!s  are  present  in  the  ness  hall  during  patient  messing  hours. 

Patients  v*4k>  are  uneooporative  or  fail  to  follow  the  rules  and  prescribed 
routine  of  tho  DTC  may  be  placed  in  a  separation  area  which  confines  uncooper¬ 
ative  patients  to  a  smaller  area  and  closer  MP  supervision.  Patients  who  con¬ 
sistently  fail  to  cooperate  nay  be  placed  in  a  one-man  cell.  Two-nan  cells 
are  presently  in  the  separation  ward.  Patients  who  have  violated  articles  of 
the  UCMJ  h^fve  been  charged  and  in  certain  instances  placed  in  pre-trial  con¬ 
finement  in  tlie  Long  Binh  Stockade. 

(ri)  The  marijuana  detection  program  in  the  ySIst  MP  Company  (SD)  was 
expanded  upon  the  addition  of  cn  additional  dog,  Dicki  78X9,  in  late  August 
'>971.  The  animals  were  offered  for  support  of  major  units  and  installations 
within  tno  Cam  Ranh  Bay  ard  Khr.  Trang  area.  Coordination  for  all  inspections 
was  mad©  through  the  Provost  Marshal  Operations,  Cam  Ranh  Bay.  Since  24  July 
1971,  the  animals  have  supported  ten  (10)  organizations  in  cloven  (11)  inspec¬ 
tions.  As  a  result  of  the  inspections  the  animals  have  recovered  some  935 
handrolled  jiarijuana  cigarettes,  13  lbs  of  loose  marijuana,  35  full  vials  of 
heroin,  scvcnJL  vial3  of  gun  opium  and  numerous  narcotic  paraphernalia.  The 
estimated  value  of  the  total  recovery  on  the  Vietnamese  market  is  $1300. 

During  the  period  12  August  to  12  September  1971,  Duke  12X7  was  non-productive 
due  to  change  of  handlers  and  retraining.  At  present,  plans  have  been  form¬ 
ulated  to  expand  tho  training  and  utilization  of.  the  dogs.  During  the  last 
reporting  period  the  dog  wes  utilized  twice  at  the  Myca  Checkpoint  to  shake- 
down  vehicles  entering  the  installations,  Tho  operation  was  not  ir.  the  confines 
of  a  building  but  in  full  view  of  the  public.  Although  the  dogs  recovery  re¬ 
sults  were  negative  during  the  two  inspections,  working  the  dogs  in  public 
view  is  believed  to  present  a  very  strong  deterront  factor. 

(n)  On  7  Septenboi'  1971,  a  combined  police  station  with  the  Military 
Folic omen  from  xhc  218th  Military  Police  Company  become  operational  at  Ban 
Mo  Thuot.  TMs  station  is  located  n t  Camp  Coryell  and  coordinates  combined 
police  activities  throughout  the  area.  The  police  forcG  consists  of  HP's, 

QC‘s  and  Canh  Sots,  With  the  .inception  of  tie  combined  police  station  on  7 

^September  1971,  all  unilateral  police  patrols  and  operations  were  suspended, 

(o)  Beginning,  in  September,  a  monthly  meeting  was  established  with  the 
QC  Provost  Marshal,  National  Police  Station  Commander,  Korean  Station  Command¬ 
er  and  the  US  Army  Provost  MarslirJ  concerning  the  combined  police  operations 
in  Nha  Trang,  RVN, 
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(p)  On  15  September  1971  the  218  bh  Military  Police  Company  began 
committing  a  7-100  during  the  Low  Lunar  illumination  period  of  each  month 
to  provide  additional  security  for  Myca  Checkpoint  and  S£rca  Bridge.  This 
addition  to  the  Military  Police  and  other  security  forces  present  at  th£e 
location  greatly  enhance  the  security  posture  of  this  vital  area* 


(q)  On  18  September  and  30  September  1971,  a  special  military  police 
task  force  conducted  intensified  operations  at  Ifyca  Checkpoint.  The  force 
consisted  of  42  MP's  including  PM  Investigators,  Nung  Guards  and  marijuana 
dogs.  Results  wore  three  plastic  bags  of  heroin,  16  plastic  bags  of  mari¬ 
juana,  76  vials  of  heroin,  7  pistols  and  2  automatic  weapons  were  confiscated. 
One  Filipino  was  apprehended  for  possession  of  drugs.  Twenty-four  Vietnamese 
women  were  c.ppro bonded  for  having  no  ID  cards  and  approximately  500  installa¬ 
tion  passes  wore  invalidated  for  various  violations. 


(r)  On  25  September  1971,  15  Military  Policemen  from  the  630th  Military 
Police  Company  wore  deployed  south  by  air  to  Whiskey  Mountain  to  assist  Task 
Force  Whiskey  personnel  in  apprehending  14  males  who  were  armed  and  barricaded 
in  a  bunker.  Prior  to  arrival  of  the  Military  Policemen,  a  homemade  explosive 
device  was  detonated  in  the  rear  of  the  bunker  after  which  all  of  the  14  per¬ 
sonnel  w-lked  to  the  dispensary  for  treatment*  The  military  police  reaction 
force  arrived  upon  tho  scene  and  placed  all  14  individuals  under  apprehension 
and  searched  them.  Necessary  paperwork  was  preparod  by  the  35th  Engineer 
Group  and  all  of  the  apprehended  personnel  wore  transported  under  ©rr.rd  by 
r.ir  (Chinook  helicopter)  to  the  Long  Binh  Stockade,  The  Military  Police 
reaction  force  returned  to  Cam  Ranh  Bay  on  26  Septonbor  1971. 

(s)  On  6  October  1971,  tho  981st  MP  Company  (SD)  Team  F  Dctachnont  locat¬ 
ed  at  Bon  Me  Thuot  was  relocated  to  bolster  Nha.  Trang  dog  detachment.  This  re¬ 
location  was  due  to  the  elimination  of  units  requiring  sentry  dog  posts  in  the 
Ban  Me  Thuot,  Carp  Coryell  compound. 

(t)  On  17  October  1971,  a  task  force  of  44  KP's  raided  the  611  Ord  Co, 
46th  Engr  Dot,  6/32  Arty,  B/40th  Big  Bn  and  tho  entire  10th  Trans  Bn.  18  VN 
Females  were  apprehended,  4  soldiers  were  .apprehended  for  harboring  VN  Females 
and  v200  in  MPC  was  confiscated. 


(u)  On  27  October  1971,  Military  Police  Strike  Force  consisting  of  16 
Military  Policemen  and  one  marijuana  sniffer  dog  were  airlifted  to  Praline 
Mountain  Signal  Site  noar  Dalat,  This  was  prompted  by  two  fragmentation  gren¬ 
ade  incidents  on  consecutive  nights.  Initially  one  CID  investigator  and  four 
Military  Policemen  were  airlifted  into  Pralino  mountain  to  conduct  investiga¬ 
tions  of  the  grenade  incidonts  and  to  provide  security  for  the  Company  Commander, 
who  was  the  apparent  target  for  tho  gronados.  Tho  Military  Police  Strike  Force 
assisted  the  unit  commander  in  conducting  "Health  and  Welfare"  inspections  -ana 
confiscated  large  quantities  of  contraband  items.  Tho  operation  ended  at  1400 
hours  of  27  October  1971,  with  tho  Military  Policomon  returning  to  Cam  Ranh 
Boy.  A  residual  force  of  six  Military  Policomon  remained  at  Praline  Moutain 
for  throe  additional  days  until  the  unit  was  able  to  handlo  tho  situation. 
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13)  Force  Development:  As  directed  on  l8*h  Military  Police  Brigade 
General  Orders  Number  336  effective  12  August  1971,  the  97th  Military  Police 
Battalion  was  relieved  from  OPCCJf  of  the  178th  Military  Police  Detachment  (PM)  end 
assumed  area  provost  marshal  responsibility  and  responsibility  for  providing 
military  police  support  for  Military  Region  2  (South).  The  97th  MP  Bn  exorcises 
operational  control  of  tho  I7#th  Military  Police  Detachment  (PM),  The  Commanding 
Officer  of  thu  97th  Military  Police  Battalion  was  designated  as  area  Provost 
Marshal  of  MR  2  (South),  She  some  general  order  assigned  the  178th  Military 
Police  Detachment  (PM)  to  the  97th  Military  Police  Battalion  and  provided  that 
the  97th  Military  Police  Battalion  would  provide  logistic  and  administrative 
support  to  the  178th  KP  Detachment  (PM), 

(4)  Organization* 

(a)  On  21  Juno  1971,  32  Military  Policemen  from  the  93rd  Military  Police 
Battalion  were  attached  to  the  97th  Military  Police  Battalion  to  provide  security 
for  tho  Drug  Treatment  Center  (DTC)  at  Cam  Ranh  Bay, 

(b)  On  18  August  1971,  an  additional  44  Military  Policemen  from  the  93rd 
Military  Police  Battalion  were  attached  to  the  97th  Military  Police  Battalion 
to  augment  the  security  force  «+  the  DTC, 

(c)  On  9  October  1971,  the  127th  Military  Police  Company  was  relocated  from 
Qui  Nhon  to  Cam  Ranh  Bry,  The  127th  Military  Polico  Company  has  been  tasked  with 
providing  military  police  personnel  for  security  at  the  DTC  as  well  as  providing 
military  police  support  for  the  22nd  Replacement  Battalion,  Tho  personnel  former¬ 
ly  provided  by  tho  93rd  Military  Polioe  Battalion  for  security  duty  returned  to 
their  respective  units  on  16  October  1971, 

(5)  Training: 

(a)  During  tho  roporting  period,  1,125  enlisted  personnel  in  tho  grades 
E- 2  through  E-6  attended  a  32  hour  block  of  instruction  of  in-country  replace¬ 
ment  training.  This  in-country  orientation  is  conducted  by  tho  97th  Military 
Police  Battalion  for  all  replacement  personnel  designated  for  assignmont  to 
units  of  tho  16th  Military  Polico  Group, 

(b)  A  complete  evaluation  was  made  of  the  in-country  training  program 
by  the  S-3  section  of  the  97th  Military  Police  Battalion  during  August  and 
Septombor  1971.  Tho  proposofi  revised  Program  of  Instruction  is  presently 
being  studied  by  the  16th  Military  Polioe  Group  for  recomnondod  changes, 

(c)  During  tho  reporting  period  the  S-3  section  of  tho  97th  Military 
Polico  Battalion  conducted  inspections  of  all  subordinate  units  with  special 
emphasis  on  unit  operations,  unit  training  end  maintenance  of  training  records,

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(b)  Mission  essential  equipment  shortages  in  the  Battalion  during  the 
reporting  period  were  as  follows: 

X  M-3  Riot  Disperser:  During  tho  reporting  period  an  area  of  great  con¬ 
cern  was  the  occurrence  of  disturbances  at  the  Detoxification  Conter  located  at 
6th  CC.  These  dispersers  wero  difficult  to  obtain  and  whon  finally  obtained 
were  at  tho  time  inoperable.  The  dispersers  were  repaired  and  classes  were 
given  by  S-4  section.  The  dispersors  are  now  operational  at  6th  CC  and  Batta¬ 
lion  Headquarters. 

g  Motorola  Hr  220  Radio  Set:  tfith  the  opening  of  the  Drug  Treatment 
Center  the  need  for  Military  Folicenon  at  the  center  was  essential.  Recently 
the  127th  Military  Police  Company  was  relocated  to  Cam  Ranh  and  given  the  mis¬ 
sion  of  support  for  6th  CC  and  PH  activities  for  the  22nd  Replacement  Battalion 
Compound.  The  9&1st  Military  Police  Company  transferred  3  HT  220  Motorola  Radios 
to  the  127th  Military  Police  Company  and  eight  (8)  AN/PRC-83  radios.  Tho  effic¬ 
iency  of  the  HT  220  has  boon  proven;  but  the  quantity  is  still  inadequate,  Tho 
l6th  MP  Group  S-4  has  boon  notified  and  is  assisting  in  tho  procoss  of  acquiring 
«ore  radios. 

1  XM706  Armored  Car  (V-100):  During  the  last  reporting  period  an  armored 
car  was  requisitioned  and  arrivod,  but  there  was  still  tho  need  for  more  armored 
cars.  To  fulfill  tho  need  three  (3)  V-100's  wore  laterally  transferred  from  the 
93rd  MP  Battalion  to  this  battalion.  The  a/iount  has  proved  sufficiont, 

4  Replacements  parts  for  ton  trucks :  A  significant  shortage  of  carbure¬ 
tors,  'Mfforentials  end  universal  joints  for  -$•  ton  vohicles  exists.  In  addition, 
many  rebuilt  roplx.co.aont  parts  have  provod  faulty. 

Example :  Tho  ropl^cement  carburetors  on  the  M151A1  ton  trucks.  Boing 
rn  oxchango  item,  most  carbureters  are  reconstructed  from  existing  carburetors 
that  have  boon  turned  in  for  selvage.  Recently  tho _  21 8th  HP  Company  had  the. 
experience  of  replacing  six  (6)  carburotors  on  ono  ■£  ton  vehicle  until  in  opera¬ 
tive  one  was  found.  Thsso  carburetors  were  roooived  from  tho  557th  Support  Main¬ 
tenance,  Hhu  Trang,  and  tho  packing  boxes  had  not  boon  oponod  prior  to  installa¬ 
tion  at  the  local  unit  level.  Difficulty  has  also  boen  experienced  in  ordering 
parts  for  the  battalion's  Ml 5142 's  sinco  neithor  the  battalion  nor  our  support 
maintenance  facilities  havo  received  technical  manuals  for  theso  vehicles.  This 
problem  is  lessened  howevor  by  the  fact  that  many  of  the  parts  on  the  Ml  51 42  ore 
identical  to  those  on  the  Ml  5141.  It  is  expected  that  TM's  for  the  M15lA2's 
will  bo  arriving  at  support  maintonanco  shortly, 

2.(c)Lossons  Learned:  Commander's.  Observation.  Evaluations  and  .Rcg.q.RQllk.Uing.^

c.  Operations: 

(l)  Combined  Police  Operatiopi^ f 
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Battalion,  Period  Ending.  31  October  1971,  RCS  CSFOR-^5  (R 3)  (U) 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  The  area  which  seems  to  create  most  of  the  problems 
in  the  working  relationships  of  the  combined  patrols  is  the  language. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Greater  effort  is  necessary  in  elimination  of  problems 
created  due  to  differences  in  language  and  customs.  Close  contact  both  socially 
and  officially  by  supervisory  personnel  creates  the  necessary  knowledge  to  solve 
problems  the  US  Military  Police  encounter  on  a  day  to  day  basis.  Social  encount¬ 
ers  enable  somewhat  touchy  problems  to  be  discussed  without  police  counterparts 
feeling  offended  or  embarrassed, 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  Monthly  meetings  as  recontly  established  in  Nha  Trong 
are  very  necessary  to  insure  understanding  and.  increased  efficiency  in  combined 
operations.  Close  supervision  of  combined  operations  by  counterparts  is  of  the 
essence.  Such  interest  brings  the  best  out  of  personnel  working  combined  patrols 
and  also  enables  a  commander  to  deal  with  day  to  day  problems  his  men  encounter. 

A  desk  sergeant’s  journal  containing  information  on  any  problems,  incidents  or 
conflicts  pertaining  to  a  member  of  the  combined  operations  is  essential  for 
insuring  the  problens  will  be  discussed  and  solutions  made  for  them. 

(2)  Physical  Security: 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  The  Physical  Security  Program  for  the  security  of  small 
arms  and  ammunition  in  RVN,  as  implemented  by  USARV  Reg  190-35,  dtd  21  Jul  71, 
encourages  compliance  with  AR  190-11.  The  USARV  Regulation  allows  any  responsible 
individual  to  determine  the  adequacy  of  his  physical  security  measures  upon 
considerations  of  his  situation  and  rooourcos.  It  fails  to  establish  an  adequate 
minimum  standard  for  the  security  of  these  itenB, 

(b)  EVALUATIONS  The  security  of  small  arms  and  ammunition  is  of  increasing 
concern  to  commanders  at  all  echelons.  Due  to  many  diverse  situations  encounter¬ 
ed  masonry  type  structures  are  rarely  available  to  be  employed  as  arms  rooms 
within  USARV,  as  is  required  by  AR  190-11.  USARV  has  noted  this  fact  and  sub¬ 
sequently  allowed  responsible  individuals,  cognizant  of  the  local  situation,  to 
determine  the  structural  requirements  of  arms  rooms  compatible  with  thoir  situ¬ 
ation.  However,  by  allowing  any  responsible  individual  to  determine  what  type 
structure  and/or  modified  structure  is  adequate,  many  arms  rooms  are  considered 
adequate  when  thoy  provide  litt'lo  or  no  dotorront  to  forced  ontry.  This  is 
especially  evident  upon  tho  conduction  of  Physical  Socurity  Inspections  of  arms 
rooms. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  That  the  existing  regulations  and  directives  bo  sup¬ 
plemented  or  superseded  to  provide  ndequnto  command  guidance  and  more  selective 
controls  for  personnel  with  the  responsibility  of  prescribing  minimal  standards 
for  the  security  of  small  arms  and  ammunition. 

(3)  Intensified*  Operations  at  Myca  Checkpoint: 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Due  to  tho  largo  volume  of  traffic  at  Myca  Checkpoint 
(approximately  12,000  porsonnol  and  2,000  vehicles  per  day)  any  extended  period 
of  intensified  operations  would  cause  a  tremendous  traffic  jam,

Battalion,  Period  Ending  31  October  1971,  RCS  CSFOR-65  (R3)  (U) 

(b)  EVALUATION :  When  intensified  operations  were  conducted  at  %ca 
Checkpoint  in  September  1971,  it  was  discovered  that  optimum  -results  could 
be  obtained  by  conducting  intensified  soarches  for  approximately  1-§-  hours 
initially  and  at  periodic  intervals  during  the.  reminder  of  the  day.  This 
allows  an  effective  search  to  be  conducted  without  unduly  hindering  movement 
of  traffic  through  the  checkpoint. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  MRon  intensified  search  operations  are  contemplated 
for  heavily  travelled  locations  such  as  %ca  Chockpoint,  the  operation  should 
be  United  to  a  relatively  short  poriod  (l  tol^-  hours,  depending  on  tho  amount 
of  traffic  and  "type  of  operation),  coupled  with  periodic  follow-up  operations 
throughout  the  day, 

(4)  Raids  on  Unit  Areas  2 

(1)  OBSERVATION t  When  raids  in  unit  areas  were  requested  by  battalion 
or  higher  level  commanders,  it  was  found  that  attenpts  to  coordinate  with  unit 
officers  prior  to  the  raids  resulted  in  unit  personnel  learning  of  the  raids 
in  advance.  As  a  result  a  scalier  nunber  of  apprehensions  were  made  on  these 
raids. 

(2)  EVALUATION:  If  raids  to  discover  contraband,  narcotics  or  unauthor¬ 
ized  personnel  in  troop  billets  are  to  bo  effective,  the  element  of  surprise 
oust  be  maintained.  lihen  company  level  officers  are  notified  in  advance  of 
raids  called  for  by  higher  he;  4qunrtors,  the  elements  of  surprise  is  often 
lost.  Bettor  results  arc  obtained  from  raids  when  the  unit  officers  are  not 
notified  of  the  raid  mill  after  the  area  has  been  cordoned  off. 

(3)  IECOMMENDaTION:  It  is  recommended  that  raids  of  unit  areas  be  co¬ 
ordinated  with  battalion  or  higher  level  commanders  whenever  feasible,  and 
that  unit  officers  be  notified  of  the  raid  only  at  the  last  minute,  prefer¬ 
ably  after  the  area  hr.s  been  cordoned  off, 

(5)  UTILIZATION  OF  NUNG  GUARDS: 

(1)  OBSERVATION:  Tho  178th  Military  Police  Detachment  (PM)  presently 
employs  six  females  Nung  guards  at  Cm  Ranh  Bay.  These  Hung  guards  are  billet¬ 
ed  on  tho  Cam  Ranh  Army  Installation,  Military  Police  perform  guard  duties  at 
the  Nung  guard,  quarters.  The  Nung  guards  are  utilizod  on  a  daily  basis  at  Can 
Ranh  Village  Gate,  the  Icbor  Pior  and  C>m  Ranh  Bay  Military  Police  Station. 

They  are  also  used  on  special  operations  as  required. 

(2)  EVALUATION:  The  utilization  of  Nung  guards  has  net  with  considerable 
success.  Nung  guards  are  effective  in  the  approhension  of  female  porsonnel  pas¬ 
sing  narcotics  and  contraband  but  also  present  a  deterrent  by  their  presenco. 

They  are  superior  to  local  national  security  personnel  in  duty  performance, honesty 
end  reliability , 

The  number  of  Nung  guards  presently  assign  i  to  this  installation  is  inade¬ 
quate  to  effectively  police  the  large  numbor  of  VN  female  personnel  who  are 
empley®^  at  this  installation.  There  are  at  prosont  approximately  9000  VN  fe- 
malos  onployed  an  this  installation,  which  means  that  each  Nung  Guard  would 
have  to  search  1500  femal  as  Jbuico.4i.ily.  to  effectively  control  pilferage  and 
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tbs  introduction  of  drugs  into  the  installation. 

(3)  RECOMMENDATION :  That  the  Nung  guard  strength  bo  increased  to  ono  (l) 
per  500  females  employed  on  the  installation.  This  would  bring  the  total  number 
to  eighteen  (18)  here  at  Can  Ranh  Bay.  That  the  logistics  branch  of  the  supported 
installation  provide  all  necessary  support  ie,  billeting,  rations,  uniforms; trans¬ 
portation  *nd  medical  care.  That  the  97th  Military  Police  3attalion  retain  oper¬ 
ational  control  of  the  Nung  guards, 

(6)  PATROL  DOGS: 

(l)  OBSERVATION:  Beginning  on  6  October  197i,  one  patrol  dog  tean  began 
working  with  the  Provost  Marshals  Office  in  Can  Ranh  Bay,  This  patrol  dog  tean 
was  given  a  variety  of  assignments,  among  these  wore  walking  patrol  at  C®n  Ranh 
Village  Gate,  22nd  Repl  Battalion  ire a  .and  at  the  Main  NCO  and  EM  Club  at  closing 
tine.  The  patrol  dog  team  was  utilized  with  the  Patrol  Supervisor  in  a  notor¬ 
ized  patrol. 


(2)  EVALUATION:  The  patrol  dog  tean  has  been  found  to  be  very  valuable 
as  a  deterrent  factor.  In  cases  where  the  patrol  dog  tean  was  called  to  the 
scene  of  a  disturbance,  spectators  and  or/or  people  involved  have  either  disper¬ 
sed  or  responded  to  the  Military  Policemen's  instructions  without  delay.  Person¬ 
nel  be  they  Military  or  civilian,  tend  to  have  more  respect  for  tho  Military 
police  when  a  petrel  dog  team  is  present  on  the  scene.  Due  the  success  of 
the  pilot  .patrol  dog  teem,  an  additional  3  patrol  dog  teens  have  begun  training. 

(3)  ^COMIdiKQATION:  That  consideration  bo  given  to  expansion  of  the  patrol 
Dog  Progran  to  provide  at  least  one  patrol  deg  teem  per  shift  to  augment  the 
Military  Police  Patrols. 

4.  Qrewig&ttfflH 

(1)  OBSERVATION:  Tho  Drug  Treatment  Center  was  opened  within  the  6th 
Convalescent  Center  compound  On  21  June  1971.  It  was  necessary  to  provide 
Military  Police  Personnel  to  perform  the  socurity  mission  at  the  Drug  Treat¬ 
ment  Center.  Tho  military  police  personnel  wore  drawn  from  the  resources  of 
tho  93rd  Military  Police  Battalion, 

(2)  EVALUATION:  The  Military  Polico  personnel  wore  not  organised  into 
a  single  unit  before  being  transferred  to  the  Treatment  Center.  Upon 
their  arrival  many  command  and  control  problems  acvclcped,  The  quarters  made 
available  were  poorly  equipped  t®  handle  the  influx  of  Military  Police  per¬ 
sonnel.  During  August  of  1971  an  additional  platoon  from  the  127th  Military 
Polico  Company  was  attached  to  the  97th  Military  Police  Battalion  for  duty  at 
tho  Drug  Treatment  Center,  because  the  original  number  of  military  Policemen 
could  not  property  handle  the  various  incidents  oecuring  within  tho  Drug  Treat¬ 
ment  Center. 

(3)  RECOMMENDATION  1  During  the  planning  of  an  operation  Of  Mb  nature, 
the  designation  Of  a  single  unit  rather  than  detachments  of  several  units 
would  greatly  enhance  tho  overall  efficiency  of  the  operation,  especially 

in  torus  of  ensuring  adequate  arrangements  for  equipment,  quarters,  etc.

e.  Training: 

(1)  OBSERVATION:  Student  cements  concerning  the  In-country  Training  Pro¬ 
gram  were  analyzed  and  it  was  determined  that  a  re-evaluation  needed  to  be  made 
of  the  In-country  Training  Program  to  provide  a  training  program  which  would  be 
beneficial  to  replacement  personnel. 

(2)  EVALUATION:  A  dotailed  evaluation  of  all  courses  and  the  roepbnse 
from  the  replacement  personnel  to  theso  courses  revealed  that  many  of  the  class¬ 
es  were  repetitious  of  classes  received  in  CONUS  prior  to  arrival  in  RVN.  The 
films,  presented  as  a  segment  of  some  classes,  were  generally  outdated  and  appli¬ 
ed  tc  different  type  operations  than  those  currently  conducted  in  RVN.  Predom¬ 
inantly  the  most  successful  classes  presented  wore  those  that  concerned  the  in¬ 
dividual  soldier,  those  that  could  provide  him  with  the  necessary  information 

to  protect  his  life  and  health.  Exanplos:  Minos  and  Booby  Traps,  Drug  Abuse, 
and  Survival,  Escape  and  Evasion. 

(3)  RECOICIENDATION:  The  recommended  changes  include  the  introduction  of 
classes  -thiat  relate  directly  to  activities  in  Vietnam,  instead  of  general  military 
police  operations.  The  program  of  instruction  should  be  changed  to  include 
denonstifctions  and/or  displays  as  well  as  lectures.  Classes  that  are  similar 
should  bo  condensed  into  a  single  block  of  instruction.  Example:  VC/NVA  tactics 
condensed  with  Sapper  and  Counter  Sapper  Training, 

These  changes  will  help  hold  the  attention  of  the  replacement  personnel 
and  make  them  more  receptive  to  tho  training  program  which  is  necessary  for  tho 
retention  of  valuable  information  given  during  the  training  period. 

f.  Logistics: 

(1)  OBSERVATION:  This  organization  at  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  is 
experiencing  a  severe  shortage  of  ton  trucks  which  dictates  the  uso  of  many 
vehicles  on  a  24  hour  basis  to  porform  the  mission.  This  continuous  uso  pre¬ 
cludes  the  performance  of  proper  daily  maintenance  on  several  vehicles,  which 
increases  the  deadline  rato, 

(2)  EVALUATION:  As  tho  draw  down  of  US  Forces  continues  at  a  steady  rate, 
the  Military  Police  units  find  themselves  performing  greator  roles  especially  in 
the  area  of  security  for  installations  .\nd  connecting  roadways.  To  porform  this 
role,  the  vehicles  of  tho  Military  Police  units  must  be  in  the  best  operating 
condition  possiblo.  There  must  be  sufficient  equipment  on  hand  to  provide  noc- 
ossary  vohiclos  so  that  a  Military  Police  Roaction  Force  can  be  committed  with¬ 
out  utilizing  vehicles  that  are  necessary  to  perform  the  daily  operational  com¬ 
mittments. 

(3)  RECOMMENDATION:  This  organization,  as  well  as  other  Military  Police 
units,  should  have  a  very  high  priority  for  tho  acquisition  of  i  .ton  vehicles 
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to  alleviate  shortages  which  hamper  the  performance  of  the  2-Slit  ary  Police  mission 

g.  Communications: 

(1)  OBSERVATION:  Because  of  the  large  geographical  area  of  operations 
assigned  to  the  97th  Military  Police  Battalion,  maximum  utilization  of  communi¬ 
cations  equipment  and  personnel  is  essential  to  the  accomplishment  of  our  mission. 
The  9°th  Military  Police  Battalion  is  experiencing  a  critical  shortage  of  quali¬ 
fied  communications  personnel.  The  inception  of  the  Military  Police  Administra¬ 
tive  Net  lias  placed  an  added  strain  upon  the  personnel  and  equipment  of  the 
communications  section. 

(2)  EVALUATION:  A  severe  shortage  of  qualified  trained  conmo  personnel 
has  caused  the  communications  posture  of  the  Battalion  to  fall  at  a  steady  rate. 
Telephone  communications  Icavo  much  to  bo  desired,  especially  between  some  of  the 
outlying  detachments  such  as  Ban  Me  Thuot,  Phan  Thict,  Dalat  and  Goodwin  Pass. 

Poor  telephone  connections  with  higher  headquarters  causes  the  RTT  net  to  be 
used  to  a  greater  extent  than  it  should  be. 

(3)  RECOMMENDATIONS :  That  priority  acquisition  and  assignment  of  exper¬ 
ienced,  school  trained  communications  personnel  bo  given  to  this  unit.  Add¬ 
itionally,  communications  equipment,  such  as  Radio  set  AN/VRC-46,  RC-292  anten¬ 
nas  iind  power  units  should  be  mads  available  to  supply  noeded  power  for  proper 
operations. 

h.  Materiel : 

(l)  OBSERVATION:  At  the  present  time  the  XM706  armored  car  Is  invaluable 
for  use  as  a  convoy  escort  vehicle.  However,  because  of  continual  use,  it  re¬ 
quires  froquent  maintenance  and  parts  replacement  and  due  to  _ths  difficulty  of 
obtaining'  replacement  parts,  4- *  often  deadlinsd  for  long  ‘.periods  of  tin*. 


(2)  EVALUATION:  Tho  V-100  is  a  formidable  deterrent  against  enemy  attacks 
on  convoys.  It  produces  superior  firepower  while  maintaining  excellent  security 
for  personnel  inside  the  vohiclo.  It  is  detrimental  to  tho  convoy  mission  of  the 
Battalion  to  have  theso  vehicles  deodlined  for  any  longer  than  is  absolutely  nec¬ 
essary. 


(3)  REC0MME12DATI0N :  That  consideration  be  given  to  improving  the  delivery 
of  sparo  parts  for  tho  XM706  armored  car.  Specifically  such  items  as:  brake 
shoes,  clutches,  acceleration  cables,  wheel  cylinders  and  startor  kits.
